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The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record, including the Cook, Watanabe et al., and Drane references which pertain to float 
operated flow valves, alone or in combination teach Applicant’s invention of a filling system for 
an anesthetic system including a closing valve for a filling conduit. Such type valve shown by 
Examiner’s citation would be redundant and would require hindsight reasoning to combine such 
references with Applicant’s admitted prior art.
